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А SHORT HISTORY OF THE HONOR AWARD PROGRAM

In 1949 at the Houston Convention, The Ameri- 
can Institute of Architects established an Honor 
Award Program. Only a few years later this pro- 
gram was accepted by and has continued annually 
at the Regional Conventions. Іп 1955, the North 
Carolina Chapter started an Honor Award Program, 
and the program will conclude its eleventh successful 
year this January. Members of the Chapter are in- 
vited annually to submit photographs, plans, and 
drawings of the best work they have completed dur- 
ing the previous eleven years. Тһе photographs and 
drawings are presented under a uniform set of rules 
on standard panels to a jury of distinguished men, 
all from outside the State of North Carolina, who can 
give a judgment from an unbiased, objective, critical, 
and meaningful point of view. 

The Honor Award Program is a most significant 
manifestation of professional awareness by the mem- 
bers of The American Institute of Architects. Тһе 
architects are recognizing and rewarding here, ex- 
cellence and competence in the qualifications and 
capabilities of their professional colleagues. In a pro- 
fession where training has been based on critical 
evaluation and analysis, this has not been an easy 
matter for the architects to organize and to accept. 

The Honor Award Program has been well or- 
ganized and impeccably conducted. Тһе juries have, 
without exception at the national and Chapter levels, 
been composed of distinguished professionals whose 
judgment, taste, and competence could not be criti- 
cized or questioned. Тһе Awards Committee has 
generally followed the policy of appointing a jury 
of three: a practicing architect in the region, an 
architectural educator, and an architectural journalist, 
all distinguished men of high professional competence, 
good taste, and judgment. Principally because of 
the uniform high quality of the juries, the resulting 
awards have seldom been questioned by either the 
profession or the public. The Honor Award Program 
has therefore become an honored program and its 
public image is of the highest order. 

In the North Carolina Chapter, the Awards Com- 
mittee has been composed generally of young and 
dedicated men interested in high quality and ex- 
cellence in architecture, planning, and design. Тһе 
unusual amount of work they have done to make the 
program a success has been rewarding and has 
brought an added dignity to the profession. Тһе 
awards, coming as they do from distinguished jurors, 
have been keenly coveted and in several cases have 
helped launch talented, new, young men into the pro- 
fession, bringing them to the attention of influential 
clients. 
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The Honor Award Program has given a major 
impetus to the developing excellence of the build- 
ing culture of North Carolina and is contributing to 
the stature of North Carolina as one of the world's 
architectural centers. The Chapter has manifested 
maturity in supporting it. The dinners planned and 
given by the local councils for the award winners, 
their contractors, and their clients have become im- 
portant cultural events in the communities where 
the winners reside. The Chapter members who have 
been rewarded by Honor Awards and Awards of 
Merit, the two citations given by the juries, have 
distinguished themselves, the contractors who have 
built their buildings, the clients who have so ably 
collaborated, and their profession. 


In an effort to give a brief but comprehensive coverage of the 
HONOR AWARDS and the PROGRAM for the past ten years, 
the above article (updated from the April 1963 SOUTHERN 
ARCHITECT) makes an appropriate opening to this issue. 
The entries selected for this issue were chosen for various 
reasons. Тһе primary reason was to give a comprehensive 
coverage of building types, structure, and materials used 
over the past ten years. The single characteristic that is 
common to all the entries is a building to provide shelter, 
comfort and inspiration—all a challenge—and a challenge 
successfully met by the architect for his client and for the 
public in general, and judged successful by the architect's 
peers.

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Philadelphia Firm to Design 
New AIA Headquarters 


The Philadelphia architectural firm of Mitchell/- 
Giurgola Associates has been selected in a year-long 
nationwide competition to design a new headquarters 
building for The American Institute of Architects here. 

The Mitchell/Giurgola design concept blends 
contemporary architecture with the Georgian style 
of the historic Octagon House on the same site. 
It was picked from seven finalists in the competition 
originally including 221 submissions. 

The AIA competition called for *a building of 
special architectural significance, establishing a sym- 
bol of the creative genius of our time, yet compliment- 
ing, protecting and preserving a cherished symbol of 
another time, the historic Octagon House." 

Ehrman B. Mitchell, Jr, AIA, and Romaldo 
Giurgola, AIA, are the principals of the winning firm. 
They envision a five-story, red-brick structure featur- 
ing a semi-circular wall, with liberal use of glass, 
embracing the gardens and the Octagon House at 
the corner of New York Avenue and 18th Street in 
Washington. Тһе structure will enclose approximate- 
ly 50,000 square feet of usable floor space. 

According to the architects, the "building order 
develops naturally from the condition of the site, 
oriented toward the gardens and facing the Octagon, 
a building form completed only by its presence. The 
garden is a quiet place, a meeting ground of the 
historically traditional and the contemporary." 


The Octagon House, completed in 1800, 57 
years before the formation of The American Institute 
of Architects, was purchased by the AIA in 1899 at 
a cost of $30,000. It was designated a Registered 
National Historic Landmark in 1961. Last month it 
followed the White House and the Capitol in a ma- 
jor list of "landmarks of great importance (which) 
must be preserved. That list was issued by the 
Joint Landmarks Committee of the National Capitol 
Planning Commission and the Commission of Fine 
Arts. 


The new headquarters building will be erected 
at an estimated cost of $1,450,000. Ап additional 
$30,000 has been allocated for the use of sculpture or 
other fine arts. 


The winning design features a ground-floor ex- 
hibition gallery, which the architects describe as “а 
significant area for communication between the public 
and the architect. The library becomes a sector of the 
gallery. The high purpose of both brings them to- 
gether as one entity." 


Architect Hugh Stubbins, FAIA, of Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, chairman of the competition's jury, 
said of the winning design: 

"Mitchell and Giurgola have offered a unique 
approach to a difficult and unusual problem. Their

"Most important, perhaps, is that the concept 
fulfills the stated requirement of demonstrating that 
a distinctive contemporary building can live in har- 
mony with fine architecture of a former time." 

The Mitchell/Giurgola firm was started in Phila- 
delphia on January 1, 1958, with each principal bring- 
ing several years of experience to the association. 

In November, Mitchell/Giurgola Associates won 
the Gold Medal of the Philadelphia Chapter of the 
AIA for "the most significant contribution to archi- 
tecture.” Тһе best-in-show design, picked from more 
than 75 entries, was for a new parking facility for 
the University of Pennsylvania. 

In 1961 the firm won a Philadelphia AIA Chap- 
ter first award for the American Center for Insurance 
Education at Bryn Mawr, Pennsylvania. It was one 
of eight finalists from 256 entries in the Boston City 
Hall National Competition in 1962 and its design for 
the Franklin Delano Roosevelt Memorial won an hon- 
orable mention citation in 1961.
